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PREFACE 

The workshop participants considered many areas of education 
relevant to the Title III Project. The specific areas discussed and 
researched required much examination of the underlying philosophy of 
flexible scheduling. 

The proposals included in this report were deliberated upon in 
considerable depth. Needless to say, wide ranges of personal opinion 
were injected into these deliberations. Final decisions were reached 
only after all points of view were carefully weighed. 

It should be evident to the reader that while workshop participants 
worked independently in matters regarding departmental decisions, the 
combined experience, abilities, and ingenuity of all personnel were 
applied in many areas included in this report. 

The task of greatest significance was to give attention to the 
several broad philosophical concepts concerning modular scheduling and 
to apply these concepts in the manner winch win best uui purpocoo 

at Andrew Lown s Hi gh School . 
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TEAM TEACHING 



The workshop participants reached the following general conclusions 
regarding team teaching: 

1. That team teaching can be an effective device for the 
improvement of instruction 

2. That the structural na'.ure of modular scheduling is 
in close accord with the objectives of team teaching 

3. That it would be unrealistic to operate a modular 
schedule without team-taught subjects 

he That members of a teaching team should have common 
preparation time within the school day 

That team teaching will help to develop more sequential, 
cohesive courses of study in the various departments 

6. That teams should be selected with regard, for the 
following considerations: 

a. individual abilities in different 
areas of subject matter 

b. individual abilities to work in L.G.I., 
lab, and seminar situations 

c. individual personalities 

d. individual professional experience 

7» That team members share equality of status, and that 
no ’’Master Teacher” or other heirarchical organization 
be employed

REGULAR 



By ’’Regular” , it is meant that the class, though large or small in 
size, will meet regularly as the same group, with no break-down into labs 
or seminars « Most of the classes in this category are short time-allot- 
ment elective coarses, with a limited frequency of class meetings. 

It should be recognized that the departure from traditional class 
size and activity will necessitate a modification of the traditional role 
of the teacher and the student. For many years the teacher has directed 
almost all classroom activity, and students generally have responded as 
directed, either willingly or reluctantly. With the proposed utilization 
of L.G.I., Lab, Seminar, and team teaching, the student will be responsible 
for the direction of much activity, oarticularly in the Lab and Seminar. 
This by no means negate the importance of the teacher — it merely 
places his role in more realistic perspective. No longer must he regard 
himself as the sole director of educational activity. He can be a 
lecturer, resource person, and guiding influence on students as they 
proceed into the adventure education should be. 




GROUPING 

There existed mutual agreement among the workshop personnel that 
grouping needs further examination. The present system of grouping in 
English ana Social Studies lacks reliability for the following reasons: 

1. The limited number and reliability of factors considered, 
in grouping 

2. The high degree of subjectivity employed in grouping 

It is further felt that grouping into the upper two-thirds and lower 
one -third, rather than high, average and low, may be more compatible with 
our proposed courses of study and the modular schedule in general. 

With an expanded curriculum and increased self-direction, grouping 
will occur to a great extent by student interest and. aptitude. Such 
natural grouping is probably superior to the methods heretofore employed. 





TEACHER LOAD 



The workshop participants arrived at the following general proposals 
concerning teacher load: 

1. That teacher loads should be balanced, to the greatest 
degree possible 

2. That the teacher load be assigned on a basis of 
approximately 60-65$ teaching time, and 
preparation time 

3. That para-professional personnel be employed to aid 
teachers in such matters as attendance-accounting, paper 
grading, tabulation of grades, etc. 

b- That teacher load be considered in terms of outside 
work as well as time in class. (Example: Creative 
Writing is in session for only 8 modules, yet the 
teacher spends many hours examining student work. 

Thus, the time allotment of 8 modules does not 
present a clear picture of the teacher* s commitment 
to this course.) 

5. That non -professional help be secured to assist in 
the management of the activities program where such 
help can be effective. Relief in this area should, 
promote both better teaching and a stronger activities 
program 
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CREDITS 



The following oro^osal concerns credits for courses of varying 
time allotments . 

The Proposal is: 

1. That credit be assigned on the basis of two considerations, 
namely,, class time allotment and. individual achievement 

2. That a system of credit assignment based on average ("C") 
achievement be applied to courses according to time 
allotment, and 

3. That superimposed, over this credit allotment a system of 
assigning credit based on individual achievement be 
employed .

Attention is called to the wide range of time allotments receiving 
l.C credit. The classes requiring large tame allotments (at the upper 
range of 1.0 credits) are classes in which a great deal of Lab work is 
required, hence the large time allotment. The classes at the lower range 
of 1.0 credits (200-220 minutes) are courseswhich nreviously offered, 
full credit, but can be taught in less time in a modular program, thus 
leaving more time to the student for his elective program. These courses 
do not require as much time in class, rather the student will be responsible 
for considerable achievement as a result of independent study.

The concept of granting credit based on individual achievement carries 
with it the demand for a standardized system of marking. The marking systm 
should provide school personnel with strong evidence to support teacher 
evaluations of achievement. Inasmuch as the student’s credit for a course 
will depend on his final average for a marking period , the final average 
must be supported in terms of numerical values. It is difficult to equate 
letter grades, symbols, and other vague indications of achievement to a 
final average of, say, 8 3, 

It is essential, therefore, that the proposed system of credits 
be accompanied by a comoatible system of evaluation. After careful 
consideration of several methods of evaluation, the workshop participants 
concluded that the following system best meets the qualification of 
compatibility: 

1« That numerical values be assigned for all work in a class 

2. That a student’s final accumulation of ’’points”, or 

numerical values, be divided by the totai number of ’’points 1 ’ 
possible to achieve, thus arriving at a final average. 

3* That the final average be translated to the student’s 
final letter grade and final credit. 

b> That the report card be designed to incorporate a printed list 
of general statements concerning student performance. 

The statement or statements pertinent to the individual 
student’s performance would be indicated by the teacher.

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It should be noted that final averages fcr students can be 
readily achieved through the use of data processing equipment . .Final gn 
numerical aerages and credits can be assigned by the IBM lUOl computer 
which was recently purchased by the School Board. Teachers need only to 
supply the following information to Bata Processing Personnel:

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NON SCHEDULED TIME 

It is suggested that the term n non-scheduled time” be replaced by 
a key word such as "GAIN TIME" (the word GAIN meaning ’’GOING AHEAD 
INDEPENDENTLY” ) . 

Students will be scheduled for GAIN time without screening. That is, 
all students will be considered capable of self-direction. Individual 
students who demonstrate a lack of maturity will be identified and placed 
in a supervised situation, where they will remain until they indicate a 
readiness to assume the responsibilities necessary for the effecitve use 
of GAIN time. 

The objectives of GAIN time are clear-cut and reasonable. Rather 
than merely replace the traditional study hall, GAIN time should: 

1. Foster maturation 

2. Foster academic growth 

3. Promote better use of school -facilities 

1*. Create better communication among students 

!?. Enhance the development of self-image 

6. Help the student identity himself and his relationship 
with his environment 
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SCHOOL PLANT FACILITIES 

The work shoe narticioants propose that the new school to be built 
in the Salem area should be constructed to meet the needs of a high 
school using a flexible schedule. Although the present building can be 
modified to accomodate a Modular Schedule., the restrictions which a 
traditional building place on a flexible schedule are such that only 
moderate success can be achieved. 

It is therefore both logical and reasonable to recommend that a 
new high school be constructed in the Salem area in oi~der to realise 
maximum progress toward our educational goals. 



EVALUATION 



It is self-evident that continuous evaluation of all aspects of 
Modular Scheduling is necessary to determine the degree of success achieved. 
It is further self-evident that such evalua \ons may lead to modifications 
of the system. 

Obviously, our venture -will require involvement i many phases of 
the educative process which were not discussed in the workshop. Such 
matters as school plant facilities, guidance services, graduation requirement 
and other curriculum-related areas will need examination in depth by the 
staff. Evlauation will play an important role in determining our 
direction into these areas. We must first evaluate what we presently have. 
We must then oroceed logically toward the desired improvements. These 
steDS will naturally be followed by, further evaluation. 




TIME ALLOTMENTS 



The time allotments proposed in this report are the result of 
careful consideration for individual courses. They were made with due 
regard for the various subject areas, and with course objectives as a 
structural guide. Emphasis was placed, however, on the total program of 
studies in order to produce time allotments which are compatible with the 
basic objective of the Project; i.e., curriculum improvement. 

Time allotments were made in accordance with the following criteria 

1. Placement of students in more meaningful classroom 
situations (L.G.I., Lab, Seminar, etc.) 

2. Efficient use of school time 

3- Improvement of instruction 

1;. Tailoring of time and class size to the individual subject 

Utilization of "scheduled -non-schedule d time" for effective 
use of facilities 

6. Provision of time for the elective program
